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1 Introduction 

The Misiman language is spoken by about 10,000 people living on the islands of 
Misinia, Panaeati and the islands in the eastern half of the Calvados Chain. The Misiman 
language is the only member of the Misiman family, part of the Massim cluster of 
Austronesian languages. This study is based on a corpus of about 2000 words. 
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
